Don LaPorte was selected to fill the 
vacant Sumpter Township Trustee position 
left open by the death of William Hamm. 

Trustee Hamm died suddenly Oct. 16 at 
the age of 60 of an apparent heart attack. 

LaPorte and Hamm served together as 
paid-per-call fire fighters in the Sumpter 
Fire Department. 

At the Nov. 24 regular meeting of the 
township board, Supervisor John Morgan 
moved the vote on the trustee’s position 
from the bottom of the agenda to the top 
so the new trustee would be able to take 
part in that evening’s meeting. 

Supervisor Morgan said eight candidates 
were considered and to pick one will leave 
seven feeling rejected. 

He said the decision was hard but he’s 
been told, “If you can’t stand making 
a decision, you shouldn’t be up here,” 
referring to the elevated board table. 

Treasurer Alan Bates made the motion to 
appoint Don LaPorte and Trustee Matthew 
Oddy seconded the motion. The board 
voted 5-1 to approve, with Clerk Clarence 
Hoffman voting no. 

34 District Court Judge David Parrott 
then swore LaPorte in and Trustee LaPorte 
was seated in Hamm’s regular seat at the 
board table. 

“It was a very tough decision, to select one 
person out of eight,’ Supervisor Morgan 
said. “If I had applied, I would feel a deep 
kind of rejection... We had to pick one out 
of eight and live with our decision.” 

Supervisor Morgan said if they chose 
instead to pay for an election, it would cost 
the township about $8,000. 

“I hope no one holds animosities,” he 
said and then the meeting turned to other 
business items. 

At the end of the meeting under the 
Open Floor section of the agenda, Chris 
Walter-Hamm, the late trustee’s wife, got 
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up to speak. She referred to a letter she 
had sent to board members asking them 
to reconsider their vote to name someone 
other than her as trustee. 

Before beginning her presentation, 
she walked to the board table and shook 
Trustee LaPorte’s hand and congratulated 
him on his appointment. 

Then, Chris began reading her prepared 
remarks: 

“Thank you, John Morgan, for offering 
me the position, as it should have been, just 
as Debbie Dingell filled her husband’s seat, 
then ran and was elected by the people. 

“I appreciate your efforts in trying to 
do the right thing. Thank you for your 
continued support. 

“Peggy Morgan, thank you for relaying 
information to me through all of this when 
many others turned away and for always 
supporting me. Thank you for being a great 
friend. 

“Matthew Oddy, thank you for letting me 
know how inadequate I have been on the 
planning commission. ‘I bring nothing to 
the table.’ I heard how inadequate I am in 
your opinion. You have also stated that my 
absenteeism from planning commission 
meetings as a reason to keep me off the 
board. 

“Out of 14 meetings, I have missed six. 
Two were due to being on vacation in Florida 
with Bill, one was for a family emergency, 
two were for my medical training with the 
fire department, and one was due to being 
with Bill for one of his surgeries. I highly 
doubt anybody can consider this ‘high 
absenteeism.’ All absences were excused. 

“Peggy Morgan was the only person 
to ever inquire as to why I missed these 
meetings. If you thought it was such an 
issue, why didn’t you ask me? You are not 
the chair I report to. When my schedule 
changed, I spoke to Jane Stalmack myself 
and let her know that I was coming back

VBT tears down unfinished house 
after 9 years of ‘construction’

Theresa Cassini’s “new” house at 16620 
Haggerty Road was torn down on Monday 
with Van Buren Township police and 
ordinance officials standing by, along with 
township attorney Angela Mannarino. 

Also standing by was Cassini, who claimed 
the problem had been with the foundation 
and the VBT Building Department had 
approved the faulty foundation and now is 
trying to destroy the evidence. 

Cassini, who lives in Inkster, said she 
has more than $200,000 invested in this 
house. 

Neighbors also were outside watching the 
destruction on Monday and said they were 
happy to see the house being torn down 
since it had been under construction for a 
decade and a constant eyesore. They said 
the blight was never-ending and there were 
rats that came over from the empty house 
to their properties. 

“There was violation of so many township 
ordinances,” said attorney Mannarino. 
“This is not what we wanted to do, but this 
was only force of action we could take. 


We spent years working with her and she 
didn’t work with us.” 

“We did not want to do this,” agreed 
VBT Police Lt. Charles Bazzy. “But we’ve 
done everthing we could to try to solve the 
problem.” 

He explained the long, involved series of 
events that led to this day. 

Lt. Bazzy said in late November 2005, 
the original home burned and in 2006, 
Cassini got a building permit to reconstruct 
the home. The permit expired in 2007 and 
it was reissued in 2008. Then it expired in 
2009. 

Since then, the house has been sitting 
there unfinished. 

Mannarino said under the township 
ordinance if construction ceases for a 
year or the building is deemed unsafe the 
building can be torn down. She said Cassini 
tried to get her property tax reduced and her 
own engineer condemned the structure. 

Lt. Bazzy, who oversees the township’s 
ordinance department, said there were a 
number of ordinance violations for blight 
in 2014 and two court-ordered cleanups

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and that I would not be missing any more 
meetings due to Fire 1 and 2 training. 

“Donald Swinson, we have had our 
differences ...” Chris continued and was 
interrupted by Supervisor Morgan. 

“This will lead to responses,” Supervisor 
Morgan said of her remarks. “Don’t be 
calling people’s names ...” 

“You let Mary Ban go on and on,” Chris 
replied. 

“That’s different,’ Supervisor Morgan 
said of Ban’s comments. 

“I don’t think so,” Chris replied. 

She then skipped over her personal 
comments against Trustee Swinson, 
Treasurer Bates, and Clerk Hoffman, and 
continued her final statement. 

“This would have been a fantastic way for 
me to continue my husband’s legacy. This 
was what Bill wanted. He told me prior to 
his back surgery that if anything happened 
to him, he wanted me to take his seat. 

“I am more than qualified for the job and 
was only asking to finish out his term. I 
have been heavily involved with this board 
thus far and will continue to do so. You will 
see my face at meetings and I will still be 
around. 

“... You robbed me of something that 
is more valuable to me than you will ever 
know, just because you could, and for that 
you should be ashamed of yourselves. When 
you go home to your wives tonight, take 


a good look at them and think about how 
awful they would feel if they were recently 
widowed and going though this from a 
group of people they once leaned on and 
thought they could count on. I hope none 
of them ever have to experience anything 
like this. Thank you for your time.” 
Supervisor Morgan said, “I hope it makes 
you feel better to get it off your chest.” 

Chris objected to the comment, saying 
she will be fine. 

At the end of the meeting, Trustee 
Oddy said he wanted to address Chris’ 
comments. He said because he sits on the 
planning commission he was asked his 
opinion of her as a possible trustee and, 
“I said I couldn’t give a good opinion on 
you because I haven’t seen a lot of you ... 
because you missed meetings.” He said 
that was his only comment and he meant 
no malice. 

In other business at the Nov. 24 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the first reading of a new 
Medical Marijuana Caregiver Ordinance 
dated 2015 to replace the previous 
Caregiver Ordinance adopted on Aug. 
23, 2011 and amended Dec. 13, 2011. 
Trustee Peggy Morgan voted no because 
she needs more information and will sit 
down with township attorney Rob Young 
to go over the changes. Trustee Morgan 
first tried to get the ordinance tabled but 
Supervisor Morgan said it was important 
to move it forward so, “Sumpter is not 
overrun by marijuana growers.” Young 
said this was just the first reading, not the

adoption. He said this ordinance takes care 
of the problem. They had considered two 
ordinances, but two aren’t needed, he said; 

e Approved a resolution establishing the 
fee structure for grade change applications 
involving cubic yards: less than 20 cubic 
yard of fill, $75; 20-50 cubic yards, $150; 
and more than 50 cubic yard, $450; 

e Approved six board members and/or 
deputies to attend the Michigan Township 
Association conference Jan. 20-22 in 
Detroit; 

e Heard Trustee Swinson report the Parks 


and Recreation Commission’s Turkey 
Shoot in October made $2,000, the most 
they’ ve ever made; 

e Heard Trustee Oddy report on issues 
before the planning commission. He said 
the updated ordinances coming will relax 
all the pressure on the Zoning Board of 
Appeals; and 

e Heard State Rep. Phil LaVoy say he 
voted no on the road funding plan and he 
was just checking in. He said he would stay 
after the meeting to answer questions and 
listen to concerns. 


VBT Supervisor to seek one more member for LDFA membership

Van Buren Township Supervisor Linda 
Combs had to come from her home to 
attend the Nov. 10 meeting of the Local 
Development Finance Authority at the 
township because otherwise the group 
wouldn’t have a quorum and could not 
meet. 

Supervisor Combs has taken an eight- 
week leave of absence from her job to be 
with her husband who is very ill. 

She had to come in to the meeting because 
there were three absences — Shareen Barker, 
Chuck Covington, and Danylo Dobriansky 
— and the Wayne County representative, 
Khalil Rahal, who was just approved by 
the VBT Board has been withdrawn and is 
being replaced by Jelani Karomoko, who 
was present but couldn’t be counted as a 
member because he has yet to be approved 
by the township board. 

That left five present and Combs made 
the sixth so the meeting could begin. 

Others present were Chairman Michael 
Dotson, Leonard Armstrong, Chris Hayes, 
J. Doug Peters, and James Williams. 

John Delaney spoke from the audience 


concerning the membership. He said the 
LDFA has only 10 members, when its 
bylaws and state law on LDFAs say there 
have to be 11 members. 

Delaney said the last time they had 11 
members on the board was in January 
2011. He stressed the LDFA has to have 11 
members. 

He said the LDFA is working on some 
very difficult problems with the Visteon 
bonds and needs people to be here at 
meetings to tend to that. He pointed out that 
this is only the second LDFA meeting held 
this year and several have been cancelled 
due to lack of quorum. 

If they had 11 members it would be easier 
to come up with a quorum, he said. 

Supervisor Combs said, “We’re looking 
for members.” She said they have it 
posted on the township web site and she 
makes announcements at meetings that 
“we are seeking people for boards and 
commissions.” 

Delaney said he would apply, but he 
knows he wouldn’t be picked. 

LDFA member Peters said anyone willing 
to serve on the LDFA should submit their 
name to the supervisor’s office. He said his 


verbal anyone should be underlined twice, 
emphasizing the word. 

“TIl do that immediately,” Delaney said. 

Combs said he would have to fill out an 
application. 

Chairman Dotson said the selection has 
to be transparent. 

“I will speak before the township board 
on his behalf,’ said Peters, referring to 
Delaney. “He is here at every meeting and 
stays informed.” 

Earlier in the meeting, while Delaney 
was speaking, Combs wrote something 
on a pad of paper and passed it over to the 
Karomoko to read. 

Delaney stopped his remarks and wanted 
to know what information she was secretly 
passing on. 

Combs said she wrote that she needed 
duct tape for her mouth because Delaney 
tubs her the wrong way. 

The discussion on meeting quorums 
came up after Planning and Economic 
Development Director Ron Akers presented 
information on meeting teleconferencing 
to allow members to vote long-distance. 

“It appears this is something the LDFA 
can do,” Akers said. 


An attorney’s opinion from the Michigan 
Township Association (MTA) cited cases 
and stated “... we believe the safest 
course to follow is to at least have a 
quorum physically present at the meeting 
or hearing. Anything less coulld cause a 
court to invalidate the proceedings on the 
premises that a quorum was not present.” 

Chairman Dotson said the teleconferencing 
procedure has the intent of adding 
flexibility. 

“It’s not our intent not to have a regular 
quorum here or to get around the Open 
Meetings Act,” Dotson said. 

Combs said the representative of 
Sovereign Partners from New York City — 
Danylo Dobriansky -- couldn’t be present 
for that day’s meeting. She said this 
teleconferencing would not be a standard 
way of doing business. 

Delaney said he has a problem with the 
MTA because “they always give you what 
you want to hear.” He said the law calls for 
a quorum to be here — not at New York City 
Trump Towers or Nova Scotia. 

Delaney said Dobriansky hasn’t been to 
an LDFA meeting since he was appointed

VBT Police, Fire 
respond to ‘layoffs’ 


Tuesday’s meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees was before a 
room filled with agitated police officers, fire 
fighters, and residents — all wanting to know 
what was going on. 

Sixteen comments were made in an hour- 
long discussion set off by the township 
attorney’s email to the fire fighter negotiating 
team concerning dissolving the duty crew and 
a verbal, 7-day notice from “the employer” that 
layoffs were coming in the police department. 

Resident Katherine Walsh started off the 
comments by saying she has been reading 
things on the Independent website about those 
and other topics and, “There’s a big elephant 
in this room” that’s not being talked about. She 
said the police layoffs have been brushed off 
as “a big misunderstanding” by one township 
official. 

Clerk Wright said the board didn’t send a 
letter to fire fighters and if the board didn’t 
send it, it’s just a “letter floating around.” 
But that letter was signed by the township 
attorney. 

Officer Chris Valinski pointed out the 2016 
budget approved just minutes earlier has 
funding in place to maintain the staff for the 
next year. 

“Layoffs had been discussed,” Clerk Wright 
admitted. 

Lt. Mark Buckberry, president of the POLC 
Command unit, said he and Sgt. Louis Keele 
were talking on Nov. 23 and Director Greg 
Laurain said the employment offer to a new 
officer was rescinded because there may be 
layoffs of 5-10 officers, depending on how 
deep the board wants to go.

Burnett family thanks 
all for their caring 


Open letter to the community: 

On behalf of myself, my husband Bruce 
Burnett, and our entire extended family, 
I am writing to thank everyone who had 
a hand in the celebration of Bruce’s life 
that was held at the Belleville Moose on 
Nov. 14. From client-come-friend, Linda 
LeBlanc of The Pumpkin Factory, who 
spear-headed the event, the staff and 
membership of the Moose, who donated 
the space and their time, to the over 400 
people, Bruce’s customers, friends, family, 
friends of friends, some faces neither of 
us recognized but came out anyway to 
support us, my words fall short of our 
overwhelming gratitude. Though we all 
grew up in this community, none of us 
could have expected the outpouring of 
support we have received from you all. 
Your generosity and kindness of spirit will 
help us keep Bruce as comfortable and 
happy as possible for whatever time he has 
left and help relieve some of the financial 
burden we face planning for the end of his 
life. 

As most of you know, Bruce was recently 
diagnosed with Creutzfeldt-Jakob disease, 
(CJD). CJD is a rapidly progressive, always 
fatal neurodegenerative disorder that is so 
rare, just over | in a million persons will 
contact it; and of that minute number, 
only 5-15% of them inherit the disease 
genetically. Though CJD took Bruce’s 
mother Grace from us in 1988, we believed 
the odds were still in our favor. Sadly, that 
was not to be. There is no cure for CJD and 
nearly all die within one year of infection. 

A man like my husband, though, is even 
rarer than the statistics of the disease. He 
has lived his life as a one-in-a-million 
kind of man, husband, father, grandfather, 
brother, uncle, son, friend, and tradesman 
who will leave an indelible imprint on our 
hearts and lives. When that spot on my 
heart feels empty and sore, I will try not 
to mourn all that I have lost, but instead 
treasure that little scar as a reminder of all 
that he has given me.

in July. [He did come from New York for a 
meeting, but it was cancelled due to a lack 
of quorum. ] 

“I heard a dog and pony show that he’s 
going to jump on a plane for a meeting 

.. Why would he pay for a plane ticket if 
he’s not sure the meeting would be held?” 
Delaney asked. 

Akers was directed to further investigate 
the process of teleconferences. 

In other business at the Nov. 10 meeting, 
the LDFA: 

e Heard Akers ask for a special meeting 
with a closed-door session to talk about the 
sale of property. The LDFA has been talking 
about sale of a small parcel on Ecorse Road 
for 20 months. Chairman Dotson said the 
township attorney said since they have 
an appraisal they need to go into closed 
session to talk about other sensitive items, 
but they will go back into open meeting 
to vote. He said it will be a transparent 
process. Former Supervisor Paul White 
said everything the township sells must go 
out for bids. Delaney has been pushing for 
progress on the land sale since he said he is 
interested in buying it; 

e Heard Dotson ask for the special 
meeting to be set soon to give members a 
legal update — in closed-door session — on 
the Visteon law suit. Peters said at the last 
two meetings he has asked for a copy of 
the law suit to see what each lawyer said 
and has yet to receive the suit. He said he 
also wants an update of the estimate when 


the LDFA goes into shortfall on the bonds. 
Combs said, as of the recent sale of some 
bonds to get better interest rates and the 
LDFA payment of $4.5 million as a part of 
that transaction, the shortfall date that was 
April 2018 now is April 2019. Peters said 
they have to watch the date very closely 
and the LDFA needs to give options to the 
township board on a millage or bond; 

e Acknowledged the township board’s 
appointment of Danylo Dobriansky and the 
re-appointment of Leonard Armstrong to 
the LDFA board, both for four-year terms. 
The acknowledgement of the township 
board’s appointment of Khalil Rahal to the 
LDFA board was considered moot since 
his appointment by Wayne County is being 
changed to someone else; 

e Heard Delaney say he wanted more 
meetings since “this is the most important 
group in the township.” He said when 
Arthur Mullen was Director of Planning 
and Economic Development, the LDFA 
meetings were cut to six a year. He said four 
have been cancelled this year. Chairman 
Dotson said he will look into the issue and, 
“PII take personal responsibility for our 
schedule”; and 

e Approved the next regular meeting 
as Jan. 12 and at that meeting a modified 
schedule will be approved. The issue 
of meeting dates came up when Akers 
presented a list of 2016 meeting dates that 
had one meeting in 2014 and three of the 
meetings in consecutive months, when they 
are supposed to be every other month. A 
new schedule will be approved in January.

VBT board discusses, at length, 
supervisor’s appointment of Delaney

Although Van Buren Township Supervisor 
Linda Combs is off on an eight-week leave 
of absence, she sent word that she was 
appointing John Delaney to the Local 
Development Finance Authority for a term 
to expire Aug. 12, 2017. 

All that was left was for the township 
board to approve Supervisor Combs’ 
appointment so the LDFA board could be 
fully seated. That seat has been vacant 
since 2011. 

At Monday’s work-study session, the 
board discussed the appointment for half 
an hour, when usually the supervisor’s 
appointments are quickly approved. 

A vote on the appointment had been set 
for the Dec. 1 regular meeting, but the 
board delayed it for two weeks, to the Dec. 
15 meeting. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd and Clerk 
Leon Wright are taking turns chairing 
the meetings in Combs’ absence and on 
Monday it was Clerk Wright’s turn. 

Clerk Wright announced the only item 
on the agenda to discuss was Supervisor 
Combs’ appointment of Delaney and that 
he felt Delaney would be an asset to the 
LDFA. 

Trustee Reggie Miller asked in surprise, 
“John Delaney was approved by Linda 
Combs?” and Clerk Wright said, “Yes.” 

Trustee Brenda McClanahan started a 
long criticism of Delaney, asking whether 
Delaney was willing to collaborate with 
others because he tends to dominate rather 
than collaborate. 

“Is he willing to keep confidential 
information confidential?” she asked, 
saying once he is appointed, “He represents 
us!” 

“If he accepts the appointment, he 
must go by the by-laws, which includes 
confidentiality,’ Clerk Wright said, 
referring to information from closed-door 
sessions on law suits. 

Trustee Miller asked how the LDFA board 
feels and Clerk Wright said they were in 
support of his appointment. 

“We should be looking for somebody 
to work as a team member,” Trustee 
McClanahan continued. “I’ve seen the 
angry, pushy, bully side of John. Would 
he be a good board member?

a team. It could end up being a disaster or 
it could work.” 

Then she asked if Delaney was a resident 
of Van Buren Township or does he live in 
Canton. 

Clerk Wright said he checked records and 
Delaney is a resident of the township. 

“T don’t think we have too many perfect 
board members. It’s a very important 
committee ...” Clerk Wright said and 
Trustee Jeff Jahr corrected him, saying the 
LDFA is an authority. 

Clerk Wright corrected himself and then 
said, “You have to be open. You can allow 
people to show they can change.” 

Trustee McClanahan said all her negative 
comments were just, “my opinion.” 

Trustee Phil Hart said there is a law suit in 
progress and it needs to remain confidential 
or it can damage the township’s case, 
referring to the suit against Visteon. 

Delaney was allowed to reply and he said 
he knows about law suits and confidentiality 
and has been involved in the LDFA for the 
last 8-10 years. 

He recalled when six VBT board members 
were arrested and held in jail for eight days 
in the 1980s. 

“They had passion and went to jail for a 
reason,” Delaney recalled. 

Delaney said LDFA chairman Michael 
Dotson, and LDFA members Doug 
Peters and Leonard Armstrong support 
his appointment to the seat that has been 
vacant since 2011. 

‘Tm not looking for a board seat,” 
Delaney said, referring to the township 
board. “I’m volunteering to look out for the 
residents of the township... Yes, there was 
an issue with Mr. White and that was taken 
care of.” He referred to his arrest and jury 
conviction of disrupting a meeting run by 
Supervisor Paul White. 

He said he lives on Mida Drive in the 
township with 28,000 other residents. He 
said he owns four businesses and attends 
85% of the township board meetings and 
more than 90% of the LDFA meetings. 

Delaney noted that his appointment is 
being scrutinized by the board more than 
board members looked at Combs’ recent 
unprovoked replacement of Dr. Carl 
Johnson on the planning commission. 

Former Supervisor White spoke on 
behalf of Delaney’s appointment, reading 
the state law that shows how someone can 
be removed from the authority for official 
misconduct or dereliction of duty — so, if 
he doesn’t work out, he can be removed. 

White said Delaney’s mother told him that 
John will study an issue without stopping, 
24 hours without sleep, taking notes all the 
while. 

“T would vote for John in a heartbeat,” 
White said, adding that Delaney sometimes 
goes off on tangents, but if he stays on the 
issue he is good. 

Resident CeJay Marshall challenged 
Delaney to name his four businesses and

say how many employees he has. He said 
he thinks character is important and he said 
Delaney tends to “embellish,” which he 
says is a nice way to say he lies. 

Clerk Wright said a resident doesn’t have 
to name his businesses and being a resident 
is the only requirement. 

Delaney reeled off the names of his 
construction, electric, sign and graphics 
businesses. 

Trustee Miller said, “I hate to bring this 
up...” and then brought up his prior felony 
conviction in Oklahoma. She also said 
Delaney was a little ADHD. 

Delaney said the felony conviction 
is under consideration for a pardon in 
Oklahoma. He also said President Obama 
signed a bill, passed by Gov. Snyder and 
Mayor Duggan called “Remove the Box,” 
which says those applying for jobs do not 
have to say if they have a criminal history, 
which would prejudice their consideration. 

He said he opened his mouth in court 
and the judge punished him. He said seven 
years later he was arrested in Belleville and 
taken back to Oklahoma. The case involved 
a questionable check. 

“Tve never seen this group look into 
appointments like this before,” he said. 

“We’ve never had a convicted felon sitting 
on a board before,” Trustee McClanahan 
retorted. 

“You can’t know that,” Delaney said to 
her comment. 

Marshall said Delaney wouldn’t name his 
four businesses and Clerk Wright said he 
already did. Marshall said he named them 
too fast. 

Combs’ executive assistant Lianne Clair 
said the appointment amounts to six regular 
meetings in 2016 and four in 2017 for a 
total of 10 meetings. 

At the end of the meeting, Diane Madigan 
asked the board several questions, including 
who authorized giving seven days notice of 
layoff to the police patrol/dispatch union 
president (Clerk Wright said no one from 
the board of trustees authorized that and it 
was a misunderstanding); why is a private 
business, The Driver’s Advantage, running 
a business from Fire Station 1 (it is being 
checked into but Supervisor Combs signed 
off on it); why Fire Chief Dan Besson has 
another job teaching at Schoolcraft on 
Wednesdays when his contract calls for 
prior approval by the township supervisor 
for a second job; why Clerk Wright was 
taken to the FBI Academy Luncheon at a 
cost to the township of $25, with Wright 


saying Director Laurain signed him up and 
he couldn’t go and Laurain took Lt. Bazzy 
instead; and why Laurain spent $1,023 for 
three nights lodging at the Hyatt Regency in 
Chicago for the International Association of 
Chiefs of Police 2015 convention. Trustee 
Miller said that was “very reasonable” for 
Chicago. 

After the work/study session the board 
went into a closed-door session to discuss 
ongoing negotiations with the Michigan 
Association of Fire Fighters.

VBT is Premier 
Community for a few 


To the Editor: 
Re: Premier Community 

As former Chair of the Citizen’s Public 
Safety Committee, I continue to receive 
calls and notices from residents about their 
safety concerns. 

Last week I received a call concerning the 
township’s decision to possibly drop the 
fire department’s duty crew in exchange 
for a paid-on-call department. If this is the 
township’s attempt to get rid of blended- 
rate police officers, response times will no 
doubt go through the roof. 

An incident occurred on Nov. 15 in which 
an elderly woman had collapsed in the snow 
at Meijer and the nearest HVA ambulance 
was at 5 Mile and Middlebelt. 

Į also received notice that the Fire Chief, 
Dan Besson, is allowing a private business 
owned by a VBT police officer to operate a 
driving school out of a township fire hall. 

And another notice that Besson is teaching 
at Schoolcraft College during normal 
business hours. This call was made by an 
irate resident that can’t understand why 
Besson wants to hire a Fire Marshall, a fire 
inspector, and an administrative assistant 
when Anthony Karver did all three of these 
positions himself. Firing Karver and the 
subsequent Whistle Blower case will no 
doubt continue to cause anger and low 
morale with the residents and fire fighters 
as long as Besson is the Fire Chief. 

There have been calls that the township 
has issued Besson three vehicles and his 
wife was seen driving one. 

The calls and contacts do not stop with the 
Fire Department. Last week I was notified 
the Police Union President sent a letter 
to the union members that he received an 
official 7-day notification for lay-offs from 
“the employer.”

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As of today, I have no knowledge of who 
the letter refers to as “the employer” but 
will try to find out through FOIA. 

There have been calls about the safety 
of our patrol officers and the vehicles they 
drive.

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District Library:

After another long discussion about 
three options for a library upgrade, people 
attending the Nov. 24 special meeting of 
the Belleville Area District Library Board 
seemed to favor constructing a new building 
in downtown Belleville rather than adding 
a new part to the present library building. 

Retired Belleville architect George Craven 
said, “I think the public deserves something 
more than a building cobbled together. 

“I’m responsible for one of these,” he said 
of a new building on an old building. He 
said he was in favor of a new building and 
tearing the old one down. 

“T think the public deserves a lot better,” 
Craven said. 

“The public deserves what they’re willing 
to pay for,’ Dr. David Wilson said, adding, 
“We sure took a drubbing on that,” referring 
to the voter turndown of the proposed 
45,000 square foot library on the lake. 

Library architect Dan Whisler said the 
present library is 10,760 square feet and in 
2005 consultant Anders Dahlgren gave an 
estimate of space that would be needed for 
the library of 47,000 square. There was an 
update to 48,000 square feet after that. 

He said the 48,000 square feet got 
reduced to 45,000 square feet for the

Difference between 
Judges Parrott, Oakley 


To the Editor: 

On Nov. 9, 34" District Court Judge Brian 
Oakley threw out the VBT complaint of my 
refusal to submit supplying a DNA sample for 
profiling under the new statute. I would like to 
make it clear for those interested my reasons 
for refusing — and the reasons for the court’s 
decision. 

Certain factions in the VBT Police Dept. have 
made several attempts to harass my livelihood, 
freedom, and general well-being — and in this 
case, tried to misread the new law, effective 
July 1, 2015, to the advantage of increasing 
police power. I stood against this as a violation 
of individual rights under the U.S. Constitution, 
specifically the 4* and 5 Amendments in the 
Bill of Rights (search and seizures, and testifying 
against self). The various “Due Process” clauses 
may also havee been considered tangentially. 

The statute itself states that the power of 
enforcement of the new DNA statute is by the 
judicial branch by issuing an order to do so. 
In other words, the cops aren’t empowered 
ot unilaterally demand DNA from an accused 
person unless probable cause is shown and the 
courts issue an order. In this case the police 
(executive power) usurped the power clearly 
delegated to the courts (nothing new for said 
factions in VBT Police). 

Though Judge Oakley did not state his 
reasons for doing so, I’d like to think he did 
so purely upon the letter and Spirit of the U.S. 
Constitution, specifically the Separation of 
Powers and Checks and Balances doctrimes. 
He has a good record of doing so, most recently 
with the woman whose car was searched with 
her (duress) permission by police without 


2014 “drubbing” and so the library board 
has reduced the size of the new library to 
30,000 square feet. 

Whisler said he and Library Director 
Mary Jo Suchy and Deputy Director Hilary 
Savage sat down together and cut more 
than a third of what was intended for the 
45,000 square foot building. 

“We cut fat and then cut muscle and 
bone,” Whisler said. 

He went over the cuts to make it fit into a 
30,000 sqaure foot building. All three of the 
options now under discussion are the same 
size: 30,000 square feet. 

On Dec. 4, the library board plans a field 
trip to the Dexter District Library to study a 
successful 30,000 square foot library. 

Members of the audience asked what 
the new library would look like and board 
president Mary Jane Dawson said it was 
too early for that part of the plan. 

“We'll get to that in time,” agreed 
board secretary and building committee 
chairwoman Joy Cichewicz. 

“T like option C,” said a woman in the 
audience, opting for the plan for a totally 
new building in the middle of Fourth 
Street. “It’s not like the present library is 
a 200-year-old building that has historic 
value.” 

“Without knowing the cost, it’s too early 


probable cause — a “fishing expedition.” 

Judge Oakley is to be highly commended for 
honoring his oath of office to uphold the U.S. 
and Michigan Constitutions. 

I did not refuse because I “was proud to be 
the first one to refuse” — they only told me that 
AFTER I refused; and pride had nothing to do 
with it. I felt it was MY DUTY to stand against 
it and was somewhat saddened because no one 
else had stood on their hind legs and refused. 

After along train of abuses, invariably pursuing 
the same object, it was decided to vent a bit of 
Parrott’s dirt and get him recused from the case. 
He cannot be trusted to honor his Oath of office, 
but can be trusted to be exactly what he is, a 
TYRANT. Thank you, Chief Judge Tina Brooks 
Green. Parrot refused to even read the briefs and 
motions submitted to him, let alone look up the 
law, or follow well-established court rules on 
sentencing and motion procedure, summarily 
dismissing as “untimely” — and Judge Oakley 
did and I believe will continue to do so. 

Let it be known, therefore, that I stand against 
the Brave New World Order, and stand for and 
upon the Principles and SPIRIT of the United 
States Constitution, and, if ever elected to 
public office, will take my oath to uphold and 
defend SERIOUSLY — because I HAVE read the 
document (and several documents explaining it) 
and understand it.

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New building favored by people at special meeting 


to judge ... and not knowing what it looks 
like,” said a man in the audience, who had 
questioned the architect in detail on the size 
of the building and the services. 

Board member John Juriga said, “Right 
now we get 10,000 people in the library 
a month and we will get 30,000 once we 
enlarge.” 

Board member Sharon Peters, who could 
not attend the meeting, sent a message that 
as chairwoman of the Marketing Committee 
she is in the process of planning an event 
for Friday, Jan. 29, and for everyone to 
mark their calendars. She will explain more 
at the Dec. 8 regular board meeting. 

Cichewicz explained that the Nov. 13 
meeting with city officials was cancelled 
by the city because of a conflict and the 
meeting was set, instead, for Nov. 25 (the 
day after this meeting). The library officials 
hoped to get feedback from the city on 
whether Fourth Street could be vacated and 
other preliminary issues. 

Cichewicz said they did share preliminary 
library plans with the city and the DPW 
shared information on the utilities with the 
library architect, which was information 
the library didn’t have before. 

Whisler said he had a telephone 
conversation with DPW Director Keith 
Tackett and he confirmed “what we thought 
we knew” and Tackett thought vacating 
Fourth Street was do-able. Moving utilities 
under Fourth Street was discussed, with 
water lines being easier to move and the 


sanitary sewer more involved. 

Currently, the three library options being 
considered are: Option A for a new addition 
to the east of the present library; Option 
B for a new addition to the west of the 
present library; and Option C for a brand- 
new building in the middle of Fourth Street 
with the present library being demolished 
after the new library is built. Each option 
includes about 100 parking spaces. 

Whisler presented a chart showing the 
estimated costs of preparing the land for 
construction, including land acquisition: 
Option A - $1,063,896; Option B - $419,982; 
and Option C - $1,091,751. 

For Options B and C, moving the overhead 
electrical lines running down the alley to 
underground would be “highly desireable 
to essential,” at a cost of about $652,302 
for Option B and $232,320 for Option C. 

When board member Juriga asked 
architect Whisler which option he would 
choose, Whisler sidestepped to say it boils 
down to, “What do we think the public will 
support?” 

“I don’t have a favorite. All are do-able 
and all have pros and cons,” Whisler said, 
adding they should choose “the one we think 
the community will support. Otherwise, 
we’re just spending time together.” 

At the next meeting of the board at 7:30 
p.m., Dec. 8, the bond counsel will be 
discussing options for bonds. The board is 
planning to put a question before voters in 
November 2016.

He said that morning, they checked inside 
the house to make sure Cassini wasn’t 
inside before beginning the demolition and 
there was even more stuff inside.

He said she had taken out no permits 
for the work and no work was done, so 
violations were issued. 

She took the township to court to get 
her property tax reduced and her engineer 
and appraiser said the foundation was 
defective, Mannarino said. The township 
lost and it was decided the township could 
only tax the land and that the structure had 
no value. 

The township responded that because she 
claimed the building was uninhabitable 
and should be torn down, she should tear 
it down, Lt. Bazzy said. She didn’t answer 
that notice and filed no appeal with the 
Construction Board of Appeals. 

Cassini filed for and got an injunction 
against the township to keep the house from 
being destroyed. But, after the judge heard 
the case, the judge said he would never 
have issued the original restraining order if 
he knew the whole story. He dismissed her 
injunction completely, Lt. Bazzy said, and 
the township moved toward demolition. 

Lt. Bazzy said Cassini sued the contractor 
who built the house and he counter-sued 
and won a verdict of $60,000.

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James Forrest Chapman 
takes plea deal of 
misdemeanor stalking

On Tuesday morning in the Detroit 
courtroom of Wayne County Circuit 
Court Judge Margaret Van Houten, James 
Forrest Chapman of Van Buren Township 
pled no contest to a one-year charge of 
misdemeanor stalking. 

Accepting the plea deal, Judge Van 
Houten sentenced him to two years of 
probation, with the first year being reporting 
probation. 

She also gave him 90 days to remove his 
logging operation and other property from 
Hull Road. 

Van Buren Township Police Lt. Charles 
Bazzy said although Chapman had called 
for a jury trial, the jury trial had been 
cancelled. He said if found guilty of the 
original charge of aggravated stalking, 
Chapman could have faced five years in 
prison, which could have been doubled to 
ten years since he is considered a habitual 
offender. 

Lt. Bazzy said the Wayne County 
Prosecutor is appealing District Court 
Judge Brian Oakley’s recent dismissal of a 
misdemeanor charge against Chapman for 
refusing to give a DNA sample when he 
was arrested for the stalking charge. 

If the appeal is successful, VBT Police 
will take a DNA sample from Chapman.
